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Council limits days 
for vacation leave

Despite objections from the Upland 
City Employees Association and the 
Upland Police Officer's Association, the 
city council Monday night voted 3-1 to 
amend the city’s merit rules to limit the 
number of vacation days for city 
employees. Councilwoman Ina Petakas 
was in the minority, John McCarthy ab- 
stained 

The amendment places an annual max- 
imum vacation day accrual time of 22 
working days for Upland police officers, 
2 days for miscellaneous employees, 22 
days for Upland firemen who work 40- 
hour weeks and 10 shifts, with a shift 
equaling a little more than two days, for 
fire department field personnel 

The city took the action, according to 
Acting City Manager Lee Travers, to 
prevent people who have worked for the 
city for a long time generally in respon- 
sible, managerial positions, from taking 
up to one and one half months of vacation 
a year 

Ed Founce, an attorney representing 
the Upland Police Officer's Association, 
objected to the decision on the grounds 
that no agreement had been reached 
between the association and the city to 
eliminate vacation benefits offered 
employees. According to Founce, 
citing a recent State Supreme Court 
decision, the courts have held that the 
city’s merit system rules can be changed 
if the employees agree to the change 


Transit 
service 
approved 


The Upland City Council voted 50 
Monday 47 to approve a draft 
authorizing the formation of the West 
Valley Transit Service Authority, form- 
ed to help solve West End transportation 


If ratified by other West End cities, 
the authority would have the power to 
make recommendations for the alloca- 
tion of funds to solve transportation 
problems for the cities of Upland, 
Montclair, Chino, Ontario, Claremont 
and Pomona and the San Bernardino 
County second and fourth supervisorial 
districts 

The purpose of the authority, ac- 
cording to the agreement, will be limited 
to the study, exploration and implemen- 
tation of public transit alternatives and 
the determination of recommended West 
End choices. 


which they had not done, or if the city 
council hands down a ruling which would 
affect only employees hired after the 
decision 

Larger vacations have been an ‘‘en- 
ticement”’ benefit which have attracted 
people to work for the city, he said, and 
unilateral, involuntary reductions in 
employee benefits cannot be made 

“Your policy regarding vacations is 
already written,’ he indicated to the 
council. ‘You must follow this policy if 
not superseded by an employee-city 
agreement 

“If the city council wants to change 
the rules, it must sit down at the bargain 
ing table,” he said. “‘Out position is that 
vacation time cannot be taken away 
from them 


Upland City Councilman Hal Bailin 
the most vociferous councilman speak 
ing for the measure, said that the amend- 
ment was not taking away vacation time 

Employees who have worked for the 
city for more than 20 years, according to 
Travers, are not affected by the vacation 
limit 


Bailin feels the salary range in the 
Upland Police Department was ‘‘ex- 
cellent,” that the city’s educational 
incentive program, designed to benefit 
both the policeman and the city, was 
‘excellent, and that the city’s fringe 
benefit package (sick leave, vacation, 
etc.) was better than most private in- 
dustries and better than most cities 

‘It's fair and puts a cap on something 
that should have been put on a long time 
ago,” he said, an ‘unlimited vacation” 
for city employees 

Bailin said that 22 working days a 
year, or one month of vacation, was 
enough for employees 

Upland City Attorney Donald 
Maroney, in response to a statement by 
Founce that if the city adopted the 
amendment legal action could be sought 
against the city, said he didn’t know 
whether the case could be successful or 
not. 


"| never thought that a vacation was a 
vested right,’ Maroney said. “I would 
think that we should look at the case... | 
would not think of it as a vested right 
It may be, however, the thinking of some 
court that vacation is a vested right or 
the inducement of a vested right 

In addition to the maximum placed on 
vacation, miscellaneous employees, un- 
der the amendment, will accrue vacation 
time of 10 days for one to two years 
employment with the city, 12 days for 
three to five years, 16 days for six to 16 
years and one additional day per year 
served afterwards until the 20-day max- 
imum is reached 


The vacation schedule for police 
employees, 15 days for 1-12 years and one 
vacation day for each year after 
remains the same

Council 
cuts back 
St. plans 


By unanimously approving a revised 
landscaping plan for Mountain Ave 
north of 16th St. to the city limits, which 
features landscaping only for the center 
divider, the Upland City Couneci) Monday 
night saved the city up to $30,000 a year 
in maintenance costs 

Under the new plan, according to 
Upland City Engineer Fred Blanchard, it 
will cost the city approximately $5,000 a 
year for maintenance of the two-mile 
long project 

Maintenance for the original plan, 
which would have featured landscaped, 
14-foot right of ways with sidewalks 
along each side of the street in addition 
to the 16foot wide center “landscape 
barrier,’ was estimated to be $35,000 a 
year 

Under the revised plan, from seven to 
12 feet of sidewalk, possibly made of 

stamped’ concrete constructed to 
resemble brick, cobblestone or another 
special surface, will extend from the 
curb to a six foot high wall, which will be 
constructed in an angular pattern with 
elevation steps to compensate 46r the 
grade along Mountain Ave. 

The plan requires on the 
property side of the wall in areas which 
would vary from three and one half feet 
to eight and one half feet because of the 
Staggered shape of the wall. 

Trees and shrubs, to act as @ screen 
between traffic and homes on Mountain 
Ave, will be planted by future home 
developers and maintained by home 
owners ; 

Mountain Ave will have two, $2 foot 
wide drives for northbound and

The Red Cross in 
Massachusetts and Utah ran 
out of blood last week. and 
although weekend appeals 
eased the problem, United 
Press International reported 
that a shortage still exists in 
those two states and other 
areas of the nation 

But the situation is much 
better locally. 

Dr. J. S. Hayhurst, director 
of the Blood Bank of San 
Bernardino and Riverside 
Counties, agkndwledged that 
during the Surtimer season “it 
is more difficult’ to obtain 
blood but ‘we have no shortage 

“We have redoubled our 
efforts to obtain blood by 
calling in regular donors.”’ 

Dr. Hayhurst said the blood 
bank hasn't had a critical 
shortage since it instituted its

But Dr Hayhurst 
acknowledged that “there is 
always a blood supply 
Shortage’ to a certain extent 
because blood “lasts only 21 
days and you can't build up a 
big inventory 

“We have to replenish the 
supply every day,” he said 

Dr. Harold Yanamura. 
director of laboratories at San 
Antonio Community Hospital in 
Upland, said ‘‘we are very 
fortunate’ not to be in the 
“terrible situation they have in 
Utah and Massachusetts 

Our blood bank director 
(Dr. Hayhurst) has developed a 
roster, and as the supply runs 
low, donors are called in,” Dr 
Yanamura said 

We have a record of our 
donors’ history, and we know 
that our donors are healthy and 
that their blood is good blood 
he said 

The blood supply was also 
reported to be adequate in Los 
Angeles County

The Montclair City Counc! 
voted whanimously Monday 
night to set new salaries for 
certain police department 
employes and to establish a 
program providing yearly 
physical examinations for fire 
department personnel over 4% 
years of age 

The police salaries increased 
were for the positions of police 
officer, senior police officer 
sergeant and clerk dispatchers 
The increases were approved at 
an impasse meeting, last week 


Salary increases for the 
positions of police officer 
senior police officer and 


sergeant are by 10 per cent 
while clerk dispatchers 
salaries were increased by 12 
per cent 

The newly approved annual 
physical examination program 
for fire department personnel 
over 45 years of age will apply 
to nine fire department 
members 

The proposal was originally 
turned over to the staff by the 
council a year ago. During the 
year a doctor was located to 
carry oul examinations and 
Htetns and tests to be included in 
the program were established 

The staff submitted a 
program to the council, which 
was approved unanimously 
providing for the physicals ata 
cowt of $80 per man. It was 
stated that money for the 
program is already at hand 

The yearly physicals will 
include blood counts, x-rays and 
electrocardiograms 

The council also voted un 
animous approval of a rate 
increase request from Paul's 
Yellow Cab Company, Inc 

Gene Stallins, spokesman for 
the company, said their costs 
have increased about 34.9 per 
cont since the previous rate 
incfease last year 

‘The current rate, 65 cents for 
the first one-sixth of a mile was 
increased to 8 cents for the 
first one-eighth of a mile. The 
rate of 2 cents for each ad 
ditional one-third of a mile was 


increased to BD) cents for each 
additional one-fourth of a mile 
Standby waiting rates went 
from $6 per hour to $7.20 per 
henur 

A fuel surcharge of 5 cents for 
each § cent increase of the com 
pany's fuel cost, in excess of a 
3 cents per gallon base price 
was also approved. The sur 
charge is lo be added to meter 
fares 

The increase in contingent 
upon the approval of the other 
West End cities Stallina said 
Upland and Ontario have 
already approved it, along with 
Pomona and San Dirnas 

He said the increase 
necemary tO compensate 
the effects of inflation on 
oline, parts, supplies, wages 
and fringe benefita Gasoline 
costs alone, he said, have risen 
76 per cent since last year 

Based on an average trip of 
three miles, said Stallins, the 
rate increases would amount to 
a total increase of about 9 
per cent over last year's rates 

The city council unanimously 
approved a joint powers agree 
ment establishing the West 
Valley Transit Service 
Authority. The council had
